HONORONG, BATURDAY, say. 4, 1879, 


THe most intensd oxcitetient existed for 
some time last night when the flerce 
glare from the fire in the Queen's Read 
suddenly lit up the streets for a consi-

could not succeed in throwing a stream 
of water to tho roof-of the building, 
‘Now, the Oriental Bank is a compara- 
tively low building, and there can be no 
doubt whatever that onr fire-brigade 
cannot be regarded ag efficient until it is 
able promptly to throw a- stream of 
cwater-right over such a building as the 
Oriental Bank, One of the hoses‘ was 
almost, if not entirely, useless for some 
time, owing to the miserable stream of 
water that was sent through its nozzle, 
It is to be hoped that a severe example 
will be made of the villainous Chinaman 
who, itv is reported, was caught by the 
police laat night in the act of cutting the 
hose, If account speaks truly, the hose 
had to be changed on more than. one’ 
occasion ab the late fire owing to outs 
having been wilfully or accidentally made 
in it in different parta of the town, 
Providing sufficient men could be spar- 
ed for the purpose it-would appear advis- 
able to keep the hose watched from end 
to end, not only to prevent its being 
tampered with and to assist in moving 
it promptly, but also to detect and report 


flaws, Last night one of the-hand- 


engines placed on the Praya was, during 
roven or eight minutes at.the moat criti- 
oal- period of the conflagration, madly 
pumping’ water into the lane about 
twenty feet from the‘ engine, the hose 
having become disjointed at that point, 
and no one being onthe spot at the 


"| moment who was in.a position or able to 


bring the farce to a conclusion, And 
when an individual did ultimately en- 
deavour. to stop the pumping, the men 
working the pump mistook his worda 
and gestures, for a time, a8 encourage- 
ment, and redoubled their efforts, The 
fireman in charge ofthe nozzle in the 
Queen’s Road of course imagined, when 
his supply of water ‘failed; that some- 
thing was wrong with the engine, while 
the men working the pump of course 
Jaboured under the impression that.they 
were pouring 4 magnificent stream’ of 
ywater on the conflagration, “Whether 
the hose became disjointed by accident, 
or through the stealthy operations of 
some malicious individual, we are unable 
to say} but. the Chinaman’ who would 
run the risk'of “the penalties of the law 
for the sake of adding to the horrors of 
a public calamity must be a “heathen” 
indeed, and nothing less than a lengthen- 
ed and thorough experience of the " oat.” 
at the whipping post ought to satisfy jus- 
tice in bis case, Ordinance 9 of 1857 
empowers a“ Magistrate to scntence 
any Chinataan .to receive from five to 
fifteen blows who shall refuse to agpist 
the firemen at a conflagration, How 
much greater should be the punish- 
ment. of the rascal who ‘braves the 
law to assist the fire, we will leave’ 
to the imagination of our, readers, It 
is perhaps a fortunate circumstance that 
the Chinaman in question appears to 
have offered a violent resistance to his 
arrest, because, as Ordinance 12 of 1865 
extonds the punishment of Blogging to 
all crimes accompanied with violence, 
there will probably be lesa chance of this 
villain, if the ‘case be‘ clearly proved 
against him, of getting off without 
taste of the’whip, — 

Apropos of the recent proposal in the 
Legislative Council to provide one or 
more floating fire engines, ‘we have heard 
a suggestion on this point which may be 
worth some consideration at the hands 
of those in authority. It is that the 
engines of the Government steam-laua- 
ches, and perhaps of other ateam laun- 
ches in the harbour, should be fitted 
with force pumps, so that in case_of a fire 
hoses cotld be attached to these puiops, 
and a number of handy fire-engines for 
marine or shore work be thus quickly 
provided, We are told that the cost of 
fitting these pumps would be compara- 
tively very little, and that, if the latest 
models be followed, the pump need not 
prove a serious encumbrance to the 
engine, while it would be far more effec- 
tive than an hand engine, Tt was suggost- 
ed in the Council that the Government 
steam-launches should be employed in 
towing the proposed fire engines, mounted 
on 8 barge, to the required spoton the 
outbreak of .a fire, This proooeding 
would unquestionably necessitate a longer 
delay and more inconvenience in getting 
the engines to work, than would merely 
the raising of steam on board a Jaunch 
fitted with a pump, and possibly a quick 
run-to the spot where its services are 
roquired. Wo are told that steam-launy 
ches thus fitted have been already in- 
troduced at Calcutta and other porte,

relied upon. The manner in which sho hed 
waited in a back street was in itself. very 
suspicious, Then ogaiii the defendant had 
said there were 100 revolvers in the house 
and yet only three had been found. It was 
quite impossible, hunfanly speaking, that the 
other 97 could have been destroyed. There 
were only 39 pocket knives found out of 60, 
but on this Ke did not lay much stress, Then 
again there were only theremains of 8 oaske of 
beer ont of 30, and 2 casea of brandy out 
10, The three revolvers found, he (Mr 
Deane) thought wore the most tangible 
proof that the goods were not in the houso’ 
when the fire ocourred, 


Mr Dennys said: that was-very good evi- 


dence if the Company refused to pay tho’ 


insurance but was. nv proof of arson, He 
(Mr Dennys) would ask that the prisoner be 
discharged. Tho only evidence against 
him was the Chineso storekeaper’s oppoxite. 
There was a strong feeling existing against 
the defendant-who was taking away trade 
from him, and ho (Mr Dennys) would 
not be at all surprised if the house was 
set on fire by people in the street, He 
(the storekeeper) had said that there was 
nothing in the store; there were he said no 
show cases, no table, no casks of beer; in fact 
nothing. Could any reliance, be placed,.on 
euch testimony in face of Mr Taufer's evi- 
dence, who said that all the goods enumer- 
ated by defendant might have been stored 
in the house? Could His Worship - believe 
Chinese rival ‘storekeepers’ evidence to be 
worth anything ? Ifthe Chinese spoke the 
truth then Mr Taufer was guilty of perjury.

cannot believe both stories, There were 
hundreds of bottles of beer found besides 
scales, revolvers and other goods.

Mr Creagh intimated that he thought he 
must commit the case’for trial or remand 
it. The prisoner would be admitted to bail, 

Mr Dennys said’ that it was true the 
defendant was admitted td bail, -but he 
had been unable to obtain bad. Ho 
was.a most respectable man, there was no-~ 
thing against bis moral character, When 
Mr King was in tho shop there was no 
policy granted, and he Mr Dennys could 
produce evidence that the goods were in the 
shop.
